The
murderer then ran to the Seine and threw him-
self into the water, but on secing o boatappronch
he swam ashore, and was secured. ubois
replied in an Incoheren®manner to the questions
wt to him, and was evidently insane; e lind,

ides; no motive for hatred against his davgh-
ter. When in custody, the gendarmes had some
difficulty in preserving him from the aoger of
the crowd.

Terrible Miniog Accident.

A terrible aceldent occurred in the conl mines
of Butsch, Dickson & Anderson, at Brazil, In-
dinnn, on Mondav., The mine s entered from a
shaft with a steep grade. Three men were at
work excavating across o p about 200
yards from the entrance, but concealed by a
curve., In holsting up & car load of coal, the strap
hitching the mule to the car gave way when
near the entrance, and the heavy car descended
the grade ata fearful speed, giving the miners no
warning, or chanee to escape.

Tugasvnry Deparrvesr, Jone 15, 1860, —The
provisious of chapter 6, section 1, articles 88, 80,
00, ete., of revised warchouse regulations of Oc-
tober 30, 1868, In relation to transportation and
exportation of goods, wares, and merchandise
to the Dominion of Canady, are hereby oxtended
to goods, wares, apd werchandize lmported into
the United States at the ports hereinafter men-
tioned, with the luténtlon, ns appears from the
nvolce of Inding, ete., thereof of belug exported
immedintely to the Red River sottlement in
Britieh North Ameriea by way of Pemblua, inthe
district of Minnezota. Entries of such goods,
wires, and merchandize, In the manner pre-
scribod in sald regulations, will be allowed at
the ports of Portland, Boston, and New York,
on the Atlantie coast, and at ithe ports of De-
troit, Port Huron, Chicago, and, Milwaukee on
the lake frontier; and the merchandise must be
trangported from sald ports to regnlarly esta-
blished lines of rallroad, o far as they may ex-
tend to the sald- port of Pembina, where the
merchandise finally leaves the United States.

The route by which such transportation is to
be made hould be distinetly specliied in the
entry by the exporter. The Collector at Pem-
binn will be very careful to see that the re-
quirements of article ™ of sald regulations are
strictly carried out before Issuing certificates of
inepection thetein specificd (form No, 51). For
the cancellation of his bond the exporter will
have the period of four months in which to pro-
duee the certificate from the chief revenne offi-
cer in eaid Territory, specified in article 95 of

eald regulations, In  case the exportor
i& unable to produce such certificate, by
reagon of there being no revenue officer In

such Territory then he mustproduce a certificate
from the United Btates Consul at Winnepeg, in
suid Territory, to the effect that he knows of his
own knowledge, or is satisfled from proof duly
Iald before him, that the merchandlse deseribed
in the bond hus been landed in that Territory,
and in good falth exported from the Unlted
States. The certificate of inspection from the
collector at Pembina (form No. 51) will also be
required in all cases before the export bonds are
cancelled.
